CANADA DIDN’T WRECK THE 
JEAGUE 

If Premier King had to incur the disapproval 
of some London newspaper publisher, fortune 
did him a favor when {t selected as castigator 
His Lordship of Beaverbrook, proprietor of the 
Daily Express, better known to Canadians as 
Sir Max Aitken, father of the cement merger. 
A knock from Sir Max is a boost for anybedy, 

In the editorial opinion of His Lordship, 
Premier King’s statement at Geneva—that the 
parliament of Canada will decide whether or 
not the Dominion is to go to war—leaves 
“Nothing but rags and tatters of collective 
security.” 

That rags and tatters fittingly symbolize 
what is left of collective security under the 
League of Nations nobody will dispute. But 
when His Lordship tries to blame Canada or 
its Premier for that deplorable state of affairs 
he is making himself even more ridiculous than 
common. 

Collective security became nothing better 
than a recognized scare-crow when the Gov- 
ernments of Europe welshed on the proposition 
that they back Britain and France in extend- 
ing that security to Ethiopia. For itself the in- 
dependence of Ethiopia and the preservation 
of its particular type of government and civil- 
ization was not worth the spilling of foreign 
blood. But as a member of the League that 
country was as much entitled to the joint-pro- 
tection of its fellow-members as any other 
country. When that protection was denied it, 
collective security under League auspices was 
exposed as a sham and mockery. 

Canada did not halt the attempt of Britain to 
align the League countries on the side of law 
enforcement. It went the whole way in em- 
ploying economic sanctions against Italy, which 
was all the others did or would do, and more 
than some of them did. Neither Canada, nor 
its Premier can be made responsible, on the say- 
so of Lord Beaverbrook, for the collapse of 
collective security that was actively engineered 
on the other side of the Atlantic, and which 
actually took place while his esteemed former 
townsman and employer, Hon. R. B. Bennett, 
was still head of the Government of this 
Dominion

within the past week, there'll be little excuse 
for Ottawa delaying action to make the Housing 
Act effective in Albe rta, the loan com- 
panies wish to starve this province or not. 

They're not only starving it of money needed 
for building development, they're bleeding it, 
by withdrawing monies received as interest 
payments. The old complaint that it was not 
safe to loan money on mortgage in Alberta be- 
cause the Farmer government placed so many 
other claims ahead of the mortgage security, no 
longer exists. With the Crown as a party to 
the mortgage along with the loan company, 
under the federal Housing Act, the provincial 
legislature is powerless to affect the mortgage 
by any provincial legislation. 

It isn’t that the interest return on the loan 
is insufficient under present conditions, Five 
per cent on the face value of the mortgage 
means six per cent to the loan company, because 
the fedtral portion is loaned to the company 
at 3 per cent. 

We have men in the building trades wanting 
work; we have hundreds of prospective hcme- 
owners wanting to build homes if mortgages 
can be arranged. Should the loan companies 
persist in their unpatriotic and foolish policy 
of trying to dragoon Alberta, the federal gov- 
ernment must take steps to protect progress 
here.

“The old gray mother” Kipling called Eng- 
land. But we boys in the outer spaces of the 
Empire need not think of chipping in a little 
every week to keep the old lady out of the 
workhouse. She is building new houses at the 
rate of a thousand a day. Over three million 
new homes have been built. Any man who 
earns $2 a day over there can have a well- 
built and comfortable home that will be paid 
for—principal and interest—in about 15 years. 

The average price of the new homes in Eng- 
land is about $3,000 with a down payment of 
$300 and the balance payable at the rate of $3.60 
a week, which covers all legal, mortgage, road 
and survey fees. The builder is rewarded with 
a profit of about ten per cent. A $5,000 house 
can be bought for $375 down and $7 a week. 

Herbert Casson, editor of Efficiency Mag- 
azine, London, who paid a visit to many of the 
building areas and investigated the costs, tells 
of a typical brick house he visited. It cost the 
home-owner $3,125. It is a semi-detached 
house, containing living room and dining room, 
each 13 feet long, three bedrooms, large tiled 
kitchen, tiled bathroom, separate lavatory, a 
radio set, electric clock, gas cooker and gas 


boiler. It has a garden and a space for the 
garage. 

This house is only 12 miles from the heart 
of London—a typical suburban home. The 
purchase price of $3,125 was payable, $125 
down and $4.37 a week, 

Any workingman who can save $150 can 
have his own home, One London builder is 
building and selling houses at the rate of a 


thousand a month, under the strictest building 


regulations and inspection system in the world.

*CREAMED SPINACH—Wash fresh spinach 
under running water until all grit is removed. 
Cook without water (except that which clings 
to the leaves) for about ten minutes, during 
which time prepare a sauce as follows: Blend 
with a fork 1% tablespconfuls of browned flour 
into one tablespoonful of butter. Place over a 
low flame and stir in 12 cupfuls of thin cream, 
using either fresh cream or evaporated milk.

Turn 
spinach into hot serving dish, cover with sauce, 
and press the egg yolks through a coarse sieve 
over top. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
QUESTION: H. O. P. asks: “Is the expres- 


sion ‘bird’s nest soup’ merely colloquial, or is 


there such a soup and of what is it made?” 

ANSWER: It is a fact that there is a soup 
which is literally made from the nests of a spe- 
cies of swift birds, 
islands of the Indian Ocean and along certain 
parts of the Chinese coast. These birds con- 
struct little cup-like nests almost entirely from 
the secretions of their salivary glands, the re- 
sult resembling isinglass in appearance. In 
their native lands, these nests bring as high as 
thirty dollars a pound for the selected grades, 
The Chinese regard them as a special delicacy, 
however, their food value is probably no greater 
than that of gelatin. 

QUESTION: Paul R. writes: “I am four- 
teen years old and am very embarrassed by 
my voice which I cannot seem to control.

ANSWER: As a youth approaches maturity, 
his voice box or Adam's apple enlarges, pro- 
ducing longer vocal cords and deeper tones.

A girl's 
larynx does not enlarge in the same manner as

WOOD STAINS j 
By Roger B. Whitman 

A wood stain is a coloring that 
does not hide the grain. In this it | 
differs from paint and enamel, 
which completely hide the surface. | 
Stains can be had to match all of 
the kinds and natural of | 
wood. There are several different} 
kinds of siain, but I think that the | 
simplest one for the home owner is 
This can be used for fur- 


colors 


oil stain. 


niture, doors, trim, and all other 
woodwork. The first requirement 
in using it is to have the wood 


clean and free of all traces of paint, 
grease or anything else 

The stain comes in cans, and 
should be applied liberally with a 
brush. There should be plenty of 
clean cloths at hand, for after a 
minute the stain should be wiped 
off. The longer it is allowed to re-| 
main on the wood and to soak in, 
the more deeply the wood will be! 
colored, and quite possibly to a} 
much deeper tone than is desired 
This is avoided by wiping quickly, | 
with the idea of making more} 
light applications until the desired 


tone is 1eached. Time should then 
be allowed—twenty-four hours or 
so—for thorough drying before the 
final finish is applied. For furni- 
ture and woodwork in gereral 
two or three thin coats of paste 
floor wax, each well rubbed, make 
an excellent finish, and pr ice a 
surface that can easily be kept 
clean, 

Varnish can be applied over any 
stain that is not red, as is the case 
with mahogany Red «stains will 
“bleed” into varnish; that is, the} 
stain will be drawn out and into} 
the finish. When mahogany stained 
wood is to be varnished, bleeding 
can be prevented by a first coat 
of pure and high quality shellac 
This will seal the stain into the 
wood, and prevent the varnish 


from drawing it out 
Many colors of oil stain can be 
taken out with a varnish remover, | 
but traces of mahogany stain will 
remain. If mahogany stained wood- 
work is to be painted, bleeding into 
the paint will take place unless 
the stain is sealed in. Sealing can 
be with shellac, or with alumi- 
num paint, which is an excellent | 
first coat for paint and enamel, |

MAX* columns of press comment are being published in 

Eastern Canada by way of criticism of Alberta legis- 
lation, One paper goes so far as to say that the federal 
government is paying money for relief in Alberta, and 
money for public works in Alberta, and that notice should 
be given of the stopping of these payments until Alberta 
sets its Legislative House in order. 


The fact is there never has been any annual federal ex- 
penditure in Alberta which equalled the amount of federal 
revenue collected in Alberta. That is to say, the Alberta 
people have paid in federal taxes sufficient to pay for all 
federal expenditures in Alberta, including relief; and have 
in addition paid in federal taxes very substantial amounts 
which have not been spent in Alberta. All federal works 
of improvement in Alberta have been paid out of Alberta 
taxes, 


No other Canadian province has contributed one dol- 
lar for public works in Alberta or for relief in Alberta. 
The people of Alberta have more than paid their own way 
by meeting federal taxes, 


Not in any fighting spirit, but simply by a statement of 
plain facts, the people of Alberta are entitled to have 
brought before the residents of other provinces of Canada, 
an outline of the effects upon Alberta of the policy of 
government at Ottawa up to date 


As above stated, Alberta has more than paid in fed- 


eral taxes for all federal expenditure in Alberta, including 


relief. 


By the tariff policy of the Dominion, the buying power 
of Alberta is confined to a protected market created in 
favor of the central provinces; a preference to the central 
provinces which grew from an initial twenty million dol- 
lars per year to upwards of one hundred million dollars 
per year in recent years 

This involved an addition te commodity costs in Al- 
berta of the freight rate on the long haul from the central 
provinces-—instead of the short rail haul from the Pacific. 


There has never been any buying of Alberta products 
by the central provinces to set off in any substantial de 
gree the tariff preference given to the central provinces, 


Alberta products have therefore always had to be sold 
in world markets and in world competition 


Under the Canadian banking system control of money 
has been consolidated in the central provinces; interest 
rates in Alberta have been kept substantially higher than 
average world and this has reduced the 
earning power of Alberta as a whole; and constituted a 
preference to the central provinces. 


interest rates; 


When the high tariff views of the central provinces 
were enacted into law and brought about a tariff war, 
even the competitive world markets for Alberta products 
were shut off. The losses caused to the people of Alberta 
were Staggering; but under these worst of circumstances 
the federal taxes collected in Alberta exceeded all amounts 
Spent by the [jominion government in Alberta; and the 
annual bought and paid for purchases by Alberta from 
the central provinces did not bring the preference to the 


central provinces much below the fifty million dollar mark 


The wonder is that Alberta remained patient so long; 
not that the political voleano blew up 


Investigation of the foregoing facts is the reasonable 
duty of the Eastern press; not involving any journeys to 
the West, as official figures are available at Ottawa. 


The people who got the most Alberta money, and gave 
the least in return, are the ones who how! loudest about 
sanctity of contract and inviolability of vested rights 


Vested rights to take Alberta’s money and give nothing 
in return can certainly be modified to some extent without 
fracturing good faith, 

Unless and until some fair proposal is made to Alberta 
for efficient and adequate financing at fair rates and on 
fair terms, it is a waste of time to about Alberta 
legislation. The for a financial lockout have 
no right to resent a financial strike.

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Rambling Down the Centuries With 
Footbali—Rugby’s Scandal 
Started Our Game 


PRACTICALLY every sport has a chapter or two of oddi- 
ties and chuckles packed away in its history, but none

of them can surpass football in this respect. Right here, 
however, it is necessary to make clear exactly what we are 
talking about. In order to separate the various varieties of 
this kicking sport, the majority of authorities call the Eng- 
lish and Scottish game with a round ball “soccer,” the Bri- 
tish version of play with an oblong ball “rugby,” and the 
North American version of play with the same oblong ball 
“football”. It is the only way you can keep them straight. 


Soccer originated the Lord knows where or when. 
It-probably started as soon as men invented sandals or 
buskins of sufficiently stout leather to protect their 
toes. We know for certain that forms of this game have 
been played for 25 centuries. The Spartans played it 
in 500 B.C., under the name of “Harpaston,” and ap- 
peared to have had the forward pass idea even then 
Since the scoring was done by either kicking or throwing 
the ball across the goal line. 


Reading between the lines of scattered fragments in 
history, you get the impression that the gate was invented 
ag a training stunt which would produce the toughest type 
of warrior possible. Whoever that unknown inventor was, 
he did a swell job. To this day the world’s best brains have 
heen unable to figure out any tougher form of conditioning. 
The Romans were a burly outfit that prided themselves on | 
béing able to take it, but even they were impressed by the 
game and immediately incorporated it into their military 
training. Their armies roamed the world, and wherever 
théy went they left the virus of the game. All sorts of anti- 
dotes have been applied in efforts to eradicate it, but none | 
have met with much success. It is the most hardy of all 
games and its devotees are a rugged, determined lot who 
simply can’t be discouraged. | 

Back as far as the year 1100 we find “futeballe”’ boom- | 
ing along as England's national game. It hit a snag shortly | 
after, however, when Henry II mounted the throne and 
gavé his kingdom the once-over. The European situation 
then was just the same as it is today—very bad. War was 
threatening. Henry took in a few “futeballe’ matches on 
Saturday afternoons and, after profound cogitation, decided 
that futeballe players would never win wars—that is if the 
enemy wore shin armor, and most of them did. He accord- 
ngly issued a decree that the boys cut out this capering on 
the village green and get down to the serious business of 
polishing up their archery. However, in 1603, when James 
donned the crown, he abolished the decree and futeballes 
immediately appeared again by thousands.

Ages Old, to be Moved 


From Trafalgar Square GARDINER SAYS 


LONDON, Eng., Oct. 2. — Coffins and human bones, 
hundreds of years old, will be removed from vaults under- 
neath St. Martin-in-the-Fields, celebrated old church in Tra- 
falgar Square, London, when work begins in October, on new 


extensions to the crypt. 
The extensions have been 
imperative by the ever-increasing 
call on the church's social welfare 
service, a system of charity and 
help with such wide ramifications 
it is famed throughout the 
world. This service not only offers 
homeless men and women beds and 
shelter for the night, but it ofter- 
wards takes care of them, builds 
them up again, and even finds 
them jobs. As many as 55,000 men 
have beer: given sheltér at St. Mar- 
tin'’s during a single year.

erans who enjoyed the hospitality | 
of the St. Martin’s Fellowship 
rooms when the Vimy Memorial 
V unveiled recently, visited the 
crypt and were able to see for 
themselves how this great social 


welfare service is conducted. 
DEMANDS STILL HEAVY 

At present, men and women are 
interviewed and, 
accommodated for the night in two 
feparate crypts under the church. 
But heavy demands for shelter and 
help have decided the church au- 
thorities to extend the 
on by utilizing the only avail- 
able space, that now occupied by 
vaults under the east end of the 
church, These vaults have been 
sealed up since 1859, in which year 
they were opened for the re-in- 
terment of centuries-old coffins 
and bones from another part of 
the church. 

Work will begin on the new ex-
